It was 
identified as that of Arthur From- 
mer, one-time friend of the con- 
fessed slayer. 


Magistrate Georges Berry, who 


identified both bodies, said Weid- 
mann told police he strangled the 
American dancer. 


The German had kidnaped Miss 


DeKoven the day before—last July 
23—and taken her to the villa, po- 
lice said. 


Weidmann listed as his men vic- 


tims a broken named Raymond Le- 
sorbre. found dead 10 days ago in 
the St. Cloud villa: a young man 
named Roger Lcblond; a taxi driver 
named Couffy. and Frommcr. 


Weidmann was arrested at the 


St. Cloud villa yesterday after a 
gun fight with police. 
He admit- 


ted the slayings, police said, after 
long questioning.

State Activities in Talk 
Before League at Waupaca 


Waupaca—H. W. McKenzie, state 


conservation director, was the guest 
speaker at the annual meeting of 
tl.e Waupaca Conservation League 
banquet Monday evening at Castle 
hall. Members of the league were 
given an idea of the setup of thc 
state conservation department, the 
principal sections of which are fish- 
ing, tough fish eradication, law en- 
forcement, game and bud and s-hcl- 
ter-belt departments. 
They were 


told that 75,000,000 trees are to be 
planted within the next two years 
for reforestation, part of them un- 
der the direction of thc shelter-belt 
division, and thc rest through the 
cooperation of farmers on their own 
lands. 


More than $200,000 is spent yearly 


on fish prorogation in Wisconsin, 
he stated. Receiving complaints on 
the small size of bass .in certain wa- 
ters, that matter was thoroughly 
investigated and it was learned that 
all rough fish had been seined out 
of the waters and no natural food 
was left. Because of this and simi- 
lar complaints, the matter of food 
is now being given careful attention 
and the right fish are now being 
planted in streams and lakes to 
furnish the proper food for the fish 
being propogated. 


Referring to rough fish eradica- 


tion, he pointed out that the depart- 
ment had been able to dispose of 
great 
quantities of 
these 
fish, 


weighing three pounds or more, in 
the New York market, but that the 
majority of fish of this size had 
been eradicated and the fish of thisj 


smaller and are being sent to the 
fish canning factory at Madison 
where they are cooked and canned 
and used largely for food for fish 
feeding projects that are now being 
carried on. A constant study is be- 
ing made of how a profitable mar- 
ket can be found for the over-sup- 
ply of this sized fish. 


Increased Hatching 


The fur and bird farms at Poy- 


nette will hatch 103,000 birds dur- 
ing the coming year in incubators, 
at one hatching. This will nearly 
triple the present output. Men at 
both farms are now making a study 
of thc diseases common to the ani- 
mals and birds that are being rais- 
ed in this state. 


Mr. McKenzie pleaded for great- 


er cooperation with the men in the 
various departments, especially for 
the wardens who have the problem 
of law-enforcement saying "they 
are good men and deserve your 
support."

300 in Peterson creek, 150 in Brown 
and Marsh creek, 350 in Hartman 
creek and 50 were left in the rear- 
ing ponds of the league.

MR. DUPONT OFFERS AN IDEA 
That was a bold address made by 


Lammot DuPonl who deserves to be rated, 
perhaps, as America's greatest industrial- 


ist. 


A people writing under the effects of. 


the mistaken 
financial notions of the 


Btarry-eyed will never miss the details 
pf Mr. DuPont's serious and sincere 
effort to shock the 
nation, if. shock 


Is as necessary as it seems to be, into 
a realization of fundamental and 
un- 


changeable principles that 
have to do 


.with our life and that the Brain Trust- 
ers never even seem to have heard about. 


Practically and wisely Mr. DuPont 


turned his back upon the past. 
"What 


has been done, wisely or unwisely, is be- 
hind us," he declared, to which he might 
have added that the most valuable part 
of the past is what we learn from it. Post- 
mortems on business wreckage like post- 
mortems on human wreckage are worth- 
less unless they point to the poison. 


Mr. DuPont 
struck straight to the 


heart of things when he said that "Today 
industry is blanketed by a fog of uncer- 
tainty" and' concluded that "when busi- 
pess is uncertain the future is uncertain." 


Probably Mr. DuPont shares the con- 


>dction so prevalent among the business 


- interests in America that this nation is 


prepared to proceed intelligently upon a 
broad course of material, and therefore, 
human advancement, and that the prin- 
cipal obstruction consists of fiddling and 
fishing rulers, our regal royalists, pulled 
hither, thither and yon just as princes of 
the blood have always been affected by 
\vhim, caprices, theories 
and buttered 


traps. 


Mr. JRoosevelt used to like to say. "We 


planned it that way," proclaiming to the 
•world the miraculous wisdom that at- 
tended his course. 
The truth and the 


trouble lay together. There was no plan- 
ning and little of reasoning. 


But in these situations it is imperative 


that the people keep their heads. Gov- 
ernment cannot give industrialists a per- 
fectly free hand. 
We need regulation 


exercised by wise and restraining hands. 
But when regulation becomes destruction, 
•when billions of the public money are 
wasted to buy slivered yardsticks whose 
only purpose is to relieve lazy public of- 
ficials from performing their 
responsi- 


ble duties we have created a condition 
as sensible as the medic of 150 years ago 
•who let the blood of every patient drip 
•upon the ground whatever his complaint 
—precious, life giving blood. 


FOREVER HEADING AN EVH. 


PURPOSE 


When a Princeton professor departs 


from his manuscript for an aside he haz- 
ards the loss of his theme but gathers the 
notoriety that came to Professor Meyer 
•who claimed in such an aside that the 
Treasury Department at Washington had 
investigated Mr. Hoover's income tax sev- 
eral years ago "in an apparent effort to 
get something on him.'' 


Cannot an income tax return be in- 


vestigated honestly and uprightly? May 
one of our great army of government em- 
ployes not be permuted to do his work 
without a charge of high treason? Hasn't 
the Princetonian even a glimmer of Trea- 
sury Department duties? 


The Treasury Department is recreant 


to its trust unless it fairly and thorough- 
ly checks every income tax statement. 
That is why it has thousands of employes. 
That is why, too, most of them, or at least 
the valuable ones, are trained as account- 
ants and specialists in this very law. 


Mr. Morgenthau declared upon read- 


ing the Meyer statement that only a very 
small minority of income tax returns re- 
flect the attempt at wilful concealment 
or twisting of income but that a large 
number of cases reveal errors which are 
just as likely to be against the taxpayer's 
Interest as in his favor. 


The Princetonian -.vho may not be 


familiar with the income tax law, concern- 
ing which strangeness the Treasury De- 
partment would be wise to take notice, 
' will find if he becomes familiar with it 


that errors arc bound to exist in pro- 
fusion because the law itself is hopelessly 
confused. Few persons can make a re- 
turn without developing at least some 
matter the subject of fair argument. Many 
men, probably Mr. Hoover among them, 
engage accountants or attorneys to make 
their returns and accept their work as ac- 
curate because it is the work of specialists.

in any other controversy that may pre- 
sent doubtful or difficult questions. 


But the Princelonian's charge, made 


without rhyme or reason, is somewhat 
typical of the American tendency in poli- 
tics. First you accuse your adversary of 
sinister purposes even if you do not know 
those purposes. It is as if the farmer on 
his way to milk a cow were doing so 
only to surpass his neighbor's milk record 
but never because the cow needed milk- 
ing, was there for that purpose and might 
suffer were the job neglected. 


The professor's statement which was 


based upon the wildest rumor merely gave 
Secretary Morgenthau the opportunity of 
declaring to the country that if any in- 
come taxpayer had reason to believe that 
any employe of the treasury department 
had been exercising his authority for im- 
proper purposes the head of that depart- 
ment would like to know because "there 
would be something doing." 


This, it is true, is a radical alteration 


of Attorney General Cumming's technique 
in hounding the aged Mellon to his grave, 
but since it exists, and we believe has 
been stated in good faith, it should be so 
accepted. 


SOME JAPS ABANDON THE 


MASQUERADE 


The world is indebted to the Foreign 


Policy Association of Japan for tearing 
aside the web of falsehood and pretense 
that has been unsuccessfully formed to 
conceal Japan's purpose in China. 


The Association boldly declares: 


"The Japanese are destined to ex- 


tend their sphere of activity on the 
mainland of Asia, since it has been 
proved impossible for them to confine 
their surplus energy to a chain of is- 
lands whose limited' area has been ex- 
ploited to the utmost both agricultu- 
rally and industrially. Hence it is up 
to the statesmen of Japan and China 
to find ways and means to enable 
Mich developme'nt to take place. 


"Such ways and means should be 


constructive, not destructive. The pres- 
ent situation is the result not so much 
of the failure of the governments of 
both countries to find them, as the re- 
fusal on thc part of China to recognize 
thc inevitability of Japan's unfortu- 
nate dilemma—that of cither suffocat- 
ing in the Island Empire or else ex- 
panding on the continent." 
Now that the issue is clear the question 


arises for all the world to consider and 
as affecting other nations besides Japan, 
whether there is a true foundation for the 
real reason or if, perhaps, it may be a fear 
purposely driven into a people with the 
intent of driving them out upon the mad 
and barren search for glory. 


It must be conceded that a people 


have a right to live and if war is justi- 
fiable for any purpose it is to support 
that right. But their own determination 
and judgment concerning their economic 
future, or the causes for its sickly condi- 
tion, cannot be taken as final. 


If it shall be conceded that the na- 


tions that have should recognize the urge 
that impels the nations that have not, 
the latter must equally recognize the right 
of the former to inquire into conditions 
that create teeming populations, unbal- 
anced budgets, industrial unemployment 
and crushing national debts. 


A rustic sage is credited with having 


said: "It ain't that people don't know 
things, it's that they know so many things 
that ain't so.'' 


And just so China would dispute with

propensities, as brought out by the 
national bridge examination, I men- 
tioned the other day that most play- 
ers are too conservative and that 
they "pass the buck." Question No. 
9 was a veritable trap for the type of 
player who is fully qualified to ap- 
preciate the necessity of a situation 
but who lacks the courage to go the 
whole hog in meeting it. This ques- 
tion was:

What call do you make? 
The recommended bid was five 


diamonds. 
Most of the answers 


reaching me were "three diamonds." 
,Whether this was a subtle but de- 
liberate attempt to appeal to me as 
the inventor of the two-way three 
bid I do not know. The fact remains 
that all such answers were given a 
merciless two point demerit. 


In the first place, the hand does 


not conform to the two-way three 
bid requirements, because there are 
two losers in the trump suit. In the 
second place, a hand divided 8-4-1-0 
with only one plus honor tricks is 
virtually defenseless, and time and 
again I ihave pointed out that when 
a preemptive bid is called for, a 
player should select the highest pre- 
empt consistent with safety under 
the rule of two and three. 
Thus, 


four diamonds received only a one 
point demerit, since it was a better 
preempt than three diamonds, but 
the bid that every expert would 
make it five diamonds. Any lesser 
bid is, in a greater or lesser degree, 
a clear case of "cold feet."

cause of greater safety. At no trump 
he would be able to use either the 
heart or the club suit for the bulk 
of his tricks. 


West selected the diamond queen 


as his safest opening lead. Dum- 
my's ace won and a count of tricks 
satisfied declarer that, in 
addition 


to five clubs, two diamonds, and 
two spades, he would require only 
three heart tricks to insure his con- 
tract. After a moment's thought he 
hit upon the safest method of win- 
ning those three heart tricks.

man and long time member of the

E. McGovern of Milwaukee who as 
governor approved the workmen's 
compensation bill a quarter of a 
century ago. 


During more 
than 25 years of 


successful operation, during which 
amendments improving its work 
were adopted frequently, the work- 
men's compensation 
statute 
has 


guaranteed necessary medical treat-

San Antonio, Tex.. — Trailerists 


•wintering or more briefly visiting 
in Texas are occupied with an ar- 
ray of interests peculiarly

own. Aside from the scenic and 
climatic novelties of the Lone Star 
state, the historic places and the 
general 
loafing 
that features a 


cold weather sojourn in Dixie in 
many instances there are two hish 
spots of special interest to the vis- 
itors. One is the big trailer con- 
vention to be held at Corpus Chris- 
ti Dec. 26 to Jan. 5 and the other 
is a trip into Mexico, especially to 
Mexico City. Beginning at Hot 
Springs. Ark., the natural jump- 
ing-off place into Texas, talk of a 
Mexican adventure has enjoyed a 
consistent crescendo and here in 
this metropolis of south Texas the 
decision to cross the Rio Grande 
usually 
crystalizes into practical 


results. Thousands of travelers are 
crossing the border and the season 
is in full swing. 


Trailerists from the north are 


rushing south at a lively rate. To- 
day I visited with a young couple 
from Bemidji. Minn., who left their 
Arctic home a little more than a 
week ago. plowing thru sno\v and 
storm to get here. The visitor to 
this "sunny south" needs to be 
cautioned to always bring along a 
plentiful supply of warm clothing 
from heavy underwear to wraps. 
At 
32 above zero in Florida and 


and here I have often 
worn 
as 


much clothing as I did in Wiscon- 
sin in January and February. This 
southern cold is so much more 
penetrating and. in addition, our 
psychology is illy 
prepared 
for 


chill where we fondly expect only 
benevolent sunshine and a shirt- 
sleeve existence. Also, if traveling 
by trailer, bring a sufficient outfit 
of bedding. Trailers are cold habi- 
tations in chilly weather and the 
floors arc almost unifoimly cold. 
I saw one forlorn bachelor travel- 
ing alone who laid down some felt 
building paper on his floor, an ex- 
tra layer of linoleum around the 
margins over this and finally some 
thick rugs over most of the area.

Rugs help to off- 
set this difficulty, improve the ap- 
pearance of the room and add to 
the warmth of the place.

Camps are Few 


A splendid highway runs the 700 


miles from Laredo. Tex., to Mexico 
City and there is no danger from 
bandits or the general population. 
However, camping place? are very 
scarce and travelers are advised 
against 
trying 
to camp. Tourist 


camps 
are 
also few and trailer 


travelers will be obliged to make 
jumps of 100 to 235 miles in a day 
between 
these 
stopping 
places. 


Mexican 
gasoline is of a lower 


grade than that used in the United 
States 
and some travelers carry 


along cans of ethyl to reinforce the 
Mexican product. No passports are 
necessary but visitor cards and al- 
so permits for the cars are neces- 
sary and cost small fees. We are 
told that English is spoken at all 
important places along the high- 
way 
but. 
from my own experi- 


ences 
in Latin America. I have 


few illusions regarding the pros- 
pects. I often found that "yes" and 
"no" and a few slangisms and cuss 
words 
constituted the "English" 


available.

HERE is a great deal of truth 
in the old adage: "You 
can't 


teach an old dog new tricks"— 


and it is peculiarly applicable to the 
genus Homo, in matter pertaining 
to wild life and conservation , in 
general. Man has completely chang- 
ed the wildlife picture by his reck- 
less exploitation of natural resour- 
ces, but he has not changed 
his 


viewpoint to harmonize with these 
conditions which he has brought 
about. He still commonly thinks of 
game and fish as largess of Nature, 
forgetting that he has so abused and 
crippled Nature that she can no 
longer function efficiently, and for- 
getting also that he has appropriat- 
ed so much of the land area for his 
own occupancy that the remainder 
is sexcrely overtaxed by the de- 
mand of his ever increasing num- 
bers. 


True, there are many people who 


are wide awake to the actual pic- 
ture of our natural resources and 
the need for revising our husbandry 
of those resources, and happily the 
number is increasing: but they still 
repiescnt only a small 
minority, 


even in the ranks of those who call 
themselves sportsmen and 
whose 


sport is largely dependent upon an 
awakened public understanding of 
the problem and a resultant intelli- 
gent management. Too many arc 
blinded bv immediate consideration

other day in the Voice of the People column of one of Wisconsin's daily 
papers. The attitude which the writer of that letter disclosed is all too 
common, hundreds of sportsmen who would not violate the law them- 
selves see instances of violation, shrug their shoulders and let it pass; 
each is afraid he will be called a squeeler! 


Now "squeeler" is the outlaw's term for any person who gives law en- 


forcement 
officials 
information 


leading to the arrest of a law viola- 
tor. The code among criminals says 
that a squeeler is a rat but I have 
never been able to see why law 
abiding citizens should subscribe to 
a code set up by criminals. How has 
it come about that so many sports- 
men consider it ungentlemanly to 
help with law enforcement. 


It has come to a point where 


game law violations are so numer- 
ous that they arc definitely to 
blame for shorter hunting seasons, 
smaller bag limits and many other 
restrictions that law abiding sports- 
men muht observe. We are being 
icbbed of our lawful recreation and 
we know it. yet we shut our eyes 
and do nothing about it. Could any- 
thing be more silly? 


Fish and game law enforcement 


is without a doubt one of the most 
important of all our Conservation 
problems. True, we need 
more 


game wardens, but our present 
force of wardens would 
become 


very many times more effective if 
sportsmen would give their full co- 
operation in this matter of report- 
ing violations. 


There is not a game warden in 


the state who does not welcome re- 
liable information that will help 
him in his enforcement work, and 
every one of them will, if so re- 
quested, keep the source of his in- 
formation a secret. 


Let's drop this old-fashioned no- 


tion, originated among out-laws, 
that it is not nice to report viola- 
tions of fishing and hunting laws

Western teams tallied 811 points 
this year as against 779 in 1936, a 
difference of 32 points.

Green Bay gained 3.201 for ground 
gaming honors. Washington became 
the first Eastern team in four years 
to gain a place 
among the first 


three ground gainers by finishing 
second with 2.923 yards. 


The New York Giants finished 


third behind Washington and Green 
Bay in forward passing with 408 
per cent, just one-tenth of one per 
cent better than the Chicago Cardi- 
nals \vho finished in fourth place. 
Detroit held opponents to 2.102 
yards, while Washington was sec- 
ond with 2.123 and New York third 
with 2.158 yards. These teams were 
all under last year's defensive yards 
total of 2.181 registered by Wash- 
ington. Detroit also held opponents 
to 105 points for second place in this 
department. New York was third 
with 109 points scored against it.
